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Several Lives Lost in an Early 
Morning Ble^e in New York. 



Daring Knonpes Wore Made By 4 
Xumhrr of tlie Terrified Inmnte, 

— It In Thought More Bottle* 

Are in the Ruin*. 

New York, Oct. 17. — Several lives 
were lost in a lire early Wednesday 
morning- in the three-story and attic 
double frame tenement on Hester 
street. 

The dead: Mrs. Fass, Samuel Fass, 

13 years old; Lena Fass, 5) years old; 
Morris Fass, 2 years old; woman be- 
lieved to be Mrs. Lewis, mother of 
Mrs. Fass. 

Missing: Mrs. Horrowitz, Mandel 

Straus. 

Injured: Mary Martin, back severe- 
ly burned. 

Six families lived in the building, 
three on each side. 

Janitor Nathan Gatz discovered the 
lire in the hallway. He ran through 
the building shouting to the tenants. 
Private Watchman Sam Lazuras, sta- 
tioned on the block, heard him, and 
sent in an alarm. Several policemen 
heard him and ran to the place. They 
arrived with the firemen but already 
the place was in llames. It burned 
like a strawstack. Charles Fass, a 
butcher, who with his family lived on 
the second fioor, heard the janitor 
yelling, and picking up liis 4-yea r-oltl 
child, Josephine, ran out and down 
the rickety old lire escape. He made 
frantic efforts to get back for his 
wife and other children but the lire 
was already shooting from the win- 
dows and he was cut off. His wife 
ran to the window and threw' out 
Isaac, the 5-year-old uoy. A police- 
man caught the lad and he was un- 
hurt. 

All the rest of the Fass household 
were burned to death. 

Henry Bernhaltz, who lived in the 
rear, got his family out. 

Mary Martin and Mary Murray lived 
in the attic. They escaped but Mary 
Martin was severely burned. 

Mrs. Lewis, in trying to escape, got 
to the second floor lire escape where 
her body was found later by the fire- 
men. 

The fire marshal has been notified 
by the police to investigate how the 
lire began as it is believed tlie fire 
was of an incendiary. The firemen 
were searching the ruins at 3:30 
o’clock. They said there was little 
prospect of recovering more bodies 
for several hours until the ruins 
cooled. 

NOTORIOUS FORT CHABROT. 

It Wan Raided to Find Proof of tb« 
ExiNtrnce of tbe So-Called Grand 
Occident of France. 

Paris, Oct. 17. — The police Tuesday 
unexpectedly raided the notorious 
“Fort Chabrot” in Paris and also the 
residence of the mother of its de- 
fender, M. Jules Guerin. A number 
of papers were seized in both places. 

The object of the raid is said to 
have been to find proof of the exist- 
ence of the so-called “Grand Occi- 
dent” of France, an anti-republican 
league, whose headquarters during 
the Dreyfus agitation was at Fort 
Chabrot. 

The nationalist organs ask if the 
government wishes to “work up an- 
other high court conspiracy trial.” 

EX-EMPRESS FREDERICK. 

She Wan Secretly Married to Baron 
Seckendorff, in England, Luxt 
April— Her Malady. 

Berlin. Oct. 17. — The report that 
Dowager Empress Frederick was mar- 
ried last April to Iiaron Seckendorff, 
who was hofnieister under Emperor 
Frederick, although widelj’ circulated 
abroad, had always been strenuously 
denied here until the present crisis 
in her disease. Now, however, it is 
being circulated and accepted with 
a number of fresh details such as that 
the marriage occurred in England. 

It is said that the principal malady 
of the dowager empress is cancer of 
the kidneys. According to the latest 
bulletin she is somewhat better but 
a fatal result is generally expected by 
the public. 

For Tt-xns Storm Sufferer*. 

New York, Oet. 17. — The attendance 
at the bazaar being held at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria for the benefit of the 
sufferers in the recent Galveston hur- 
ricane was very large Tuesday night, 
Secretary Mar estimates that the re- 
ceipts so far will amount to between 
$20, 000 and $30,000. The bazaar will 
be closed Wednesday evening in a 
buffeting way by Samuel Clemens 
(Mark Twain) and Gov. Sayers, of 
Texas.

FIRE IN DETROIT. 

Two Men Killed and Eight Person* 

More or Lem Injured — Property 
Loan* $20,000. 

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 17. —As a result- 
of a fire which started soon after 1 
o’clock Tuesday afternoon, in the 
building at No. 15 Jefferson avenue, 
occupied by the Witchell Bros. Co., 
Limited, manufacturers of elk skin 
shoes, two men are dead and eight 
persons more or less severely injured. 

The fire started in the basement 
which was used as a store room for 
boxes and lumber. The origin re- 
mains .1 mystery. 

The llames spread so rapidly that 
none o. the employes who were on 
the second and third floors were able 
to escape by the stairway. The girls 
employed in the building were on the 
third fioor and when the cry of fire 
was raised tney became panic-strick- 
en and rushed for the windows where 
a general fight followed in the efforts 
to get out. The firemen took several 
girls from the third story front win- 
dows while others escaped from the 
rear by means of fire escapes. Ernest 
Lizette, a laster, was smothered to 
death on the third floor. 

COURT OF ARBITRATION. 

The Amerieun Initiative Will Re- 
sult in General Action By tlie 
Other Power* Interested. 

Washington, Oct. 17. — The action 
taken by the United States in desig- 
nating ex-President Harrison and ex- 
Senator Gray as members of The 
Hague court of arbitration is attract- 
ing the attention of foreign govern- 
ments, which are making inquiries 
through their representatives here as 
to the steps taken by this country, 
the indications being that the Ameri- 
can initiative will result in general 
action by the other powers interest- 
ed. As far as can be learned, none of 
the foreign governments has yet 
named its members of the tribunal. 
It is understood, however, that M. 
Maertens, the distinguished Russian 
publicist, is likely to succeed M. 
.Struve as Russian minister to The 
Hague, and at the same time be des- 
ignated as one of the Russian mem- 
bers of the arbitration court. 



CAPT. SHIELDS* COMMAND. 

The CxiNiialtle* of tlie Party That 

Wai Captured By Filipino* 
and Afterward Rescued. 

Washington, Oct. 17. — A dispatch 
from Gen. MaeArthur gives the cas- 
ualties of Capt. Shields’ command in 
the island of Marenduque. Capt. 
Shields and his 51 men w r ere captured 
by the insurgents and afterward res- 
cued by Gen. Hare’s troops. The list 
follows:

CAPTURED BY FILIPINOS. 

While Repairing Telegraph Wire* 

Near San June 13 American 
Soldier* Were Nabbed. 

Manila, Oct. 17. — The Filipino in- 
surreotos are again displaying activ- 
ity. Two hundred of them attacked 
20 men of the 24th infantry near San 
Jose, Nuevo Ecija province, Luzon, 
on the 10th. and of the American de- 
tachment but seven reached San Jose. 
It is probable that the remainder 
were captured. The Americans were 
repairing telegraph wires. 

A report comes from Takloban, 
Leyte island, of the killing of three 
American soldiers of the 43d infant- 
ry, who were surprised by the enemy. 
The bodies of tlie dead were badly 
mutilated when a rescuing party ar- 
rived upon the scene.

The Coal Operators Accede to All 
Demands Made by Them. 



Nothing Now- Remain* Hot for tlie 

Men to lletarn to Work a* Soon 
un Notice* Are Posted By the 
Colliery Manager*. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 18. — The great 
strike of the anthracite mine work- 
?rs’ of Pennsylvania which began Sep- 
tember 17, practically ended Wednes- 
3ay when the Philadelphia & Reading 
Coal and Iron Co. and the Lehigh Val- 
ley Coal Co. agreed to abolish the 
sliding scale in their respective re- 
gions and to grant an advance in 
wages of ten per eent. net, the ad- 
vance to remain in operation until 
April 1, 1901, or thereafter. This ac- 
tion meets the demands of the Scran- 
ton miners’ convention. The decis- 
ion was arrived at after a confer- 
ence between representatives of the 
individual coal operators and the 
large coal carrying companies. Thd 
conference began Tuesday. 

Wednesday’s action was the cul- 
mination of the recent meeting of 
the individual operators at Scranton 
following the mine workers’ conven- 
tion in the same city. Nearly all the 
collier.ies in the coal region had pre- 
vious to the mine workers’ conven- 
tion posted notices granting an ad- 
vance of ten per cent. The mine 
workers in considering this demand- 
ed that -the sliding seale in the Le- 
high and Schuylkill districts be abol- 
ished, the increase to be guaranteed 
until April 1, 1901, and all other dif- 
ferences to be submitted to arbitra- 
tion. The individual operators agreed 
to everything and tlie appointment of 
a committee to induce the Reading 
and Lehigh Cos. to abolish the slid- 
ing seale and make the wage increase 
permanent followed. 

It is conceded that the result of 
Wednesday’s conference is a complete 
victory for the men. All the demands 
of their convention are acceded to 
and as one of the individual opera- 
tors put it after the conference, the 
operators go a little further in agree- 
ing to maintain the wage advance 
after April 1. This same operator, 
who requested that liis name be not 
used said, in speaking of the confer- 
ence: 

“It’s all up to the miners now. We 
have agreed to everything, and 110 th- 
'.ng remains but for them to return 
to work as soon as the notices are 
posted by the colliery managers. 
These notices will be practically sim- 
ilar to the Reading Co.’s notice, the 
phraseology only being changed. 

“I look for a resumption of opera- 
tions by Monday at the latest. The 
conference was entirely harmonious 
and every phase of the strike situa- 
tion was gone over.” 

Just how soon the official order no- 
tifying the men that the strike is 
ended and to return to work will be 
issued by President Mitchell can only 
be conjectured. It is believed here 
that no order to return will be issued 
until a notice similar to or in line 
with that of tlie Reading and Lehigh 
Cos. is posted at all the mines.

According to the same authority 
Emperor William has designated as 
the retiring chancellor’s successor 
Count Yon Buelow, minister of for- 
eign affairs. 

Although rumors had been current 
for several days that Prince Hohen- 
lohe intended to retire, little cre- 
dence was given, to any of them, since 
such reports had returned periodical- 
ly for several years past. 

The fact is that neither the for- 
eign officers nor any other govern- 
ment department in Berlin knew un- 
til Wednesday evening of Prince Hoh- 
enlohe’s retirement, and Emperor 
\\illiam\s approval of it. 

The reason which induced the 
prince to insist upon retiring were, 
in the main, his rapidly growing in- 
firmities and his distinct disapproval 
of the emperor's personal policy in 
China. To his intimates. Prince lloli- 
enlohe, during the last three months, 
lias repeatedly expressed strong crit- 
icisms upon what he has called the 
kaiser’s “sentimental and impulsive 
interference in the troubles in Chi- 
na.” 

FILIPINOS SURPRISED. 

Company of the loth Infantry Cap- 
ture* Gen. Alverex. With Hi* 
Staff au«l 23 Me 11. 

Manila, Oct. 18. — Under cover of a 
stormy night Capt. Elliot, of the 40th 
infantry, surprised the rebel head- 
quarters near Oroquieta, Island of 
Mindano, and captured without fight- 
ing (Jen Alverez, with his staff and 25 
soldiers. 

The capture is important and will 
tend to pacify the district. Alverez 
had been for a long time provoking 
hostilities in Mindano. It was lie who 
effected the disastrous attack on Oro- 
quieta some time ago and he was pre- 
paring another when captured. 

Detachments of tlie 26th and 18th 
regiments engaged the rebels near 
Tubuagan, in southern Panay, rout- 
ing them, killing 20 and wounding 
many. 

BOARD OF INQUIRY. 

The f'olli*ion of tlie Torpedo Boats 
^)ahlicren un«l Craven Ordered 
luveNtignted. 

Newport, R. 1., Oct. 18. — A board of 
inquiry has been ordered to investi- 
gate the collision of the United States 
torpedo boats Ikihlgren and Craven 
off Castle Hill Tuesday night. The 
latter was only slightly damaged, but 
•the Dahlgren plunged into the stern 
of the Craven, ripping away every- 
thing for ten feett. The Dahlgren 
backed away, and In a second uttempt 
to reach the slip was again blown out 
of her course and a second time 
rammed the Craven, this time shift- 
ing her starboard engine. The Cra- 
ven had previously struck the Dahl- 
gren. twisting her own bow around. 
Lieut. Wm. O. Miller was in charge of 
the Dahlgren and Lieut. Ford Brown 
of the Craven. 

INTERNAL REVENUE. 

The Collection* From All Source* 
Show a Deerea*e of Over One 
Million Dollar*. 

Washington, Oet. 18. — The monthly 
statement of the collections of inter- 
nal revenue Shows that the receipts 
from all sources during September, 
1900, amounted to $23,453,814. a de- 
creased, as compared with September, 
1899, of $1,067,071. 

The receipts from the several 
sources of revenue are given, as fol- 
low’s: Spirits $8,704,029, decrease 

$316,517; tobacco $4,568,235, decrease 
$425,492: fermented liquors $6,821,520, 
increase $200,061; oleomargarine $187,- 
881, decrease $20,500. Speeial taxes 
not elsewhere enumerated, $89,062; 
decrease, $74,943.

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Chinese Minister at London 3ay9 
They Have Actually Begun. 

Frnirh Clmrfce d'Affairea. M. Thie- 
l»*ul. Called at the State Depart- 
ment and Had a Conference 
With Secretary Hay. 

Washington, Oct. 17.— The cable 
dispatch from St. Petersburg, indi- 
cating that Russia's attitude in China 
will be independent of the concert of 
the powers, caused no surprise among 
officials here. It was noted when the 
aggressive military movement was 
begun by Germany, and the expedi- 
tion against l*ao Ting Fu started, 
that Russia was among the powers 
which did not join the movement. 
The dispatch from St. Petersburg is 
looked upon as merely another step 
nearer to that when Russia withheld 
support from the Pao Ting Fu expe- 
dite n and other aggressive military 
moves. Moreover, it is regarded as 
(piite in consonance with the pacific 
tendencies of this government, which 
have ueon directed all along to se- 
curing a settlement by diplomatic 
means rather than by the sword. 

London, Oct. IS. — The Chinese min- 
ister .here, Kir Chi Chen Ix> Feng Luh, 
asserts that jieace negotiations have 
actually begun at Peking between the 
< hiii -e plenipotentiary and the rep- 
resentatives of the powers, in the 
Tsung Li Yamen buildings, which, he 
adds, have been given over to the Chi- 
nese for that purpose. 

Washington, Oct. IS. — If any peace 
negotiations have begun in Peking, as 
‘asserted by the Chinese minister ot 
London, they are simply of a very 
preliminary character, confined prob- 
ably to the examination of the cre- 
dentials of the officials appointed by 
the emperor to represent the imperial 
government. Neither the Chinese min- 
ister here nor the state department 
has any information in regard to the 
beginning of negotiations. Earl Li 
Hung Chang and Prince Ching, two of 
the representatives of the imperial 
government, are in Peking. 

Washington, Oct. IS. — It is a very 
unusual thing for a minister to com- 
municate direct with the president. 
Only the accredited representative of 
a foreign power having the ranli of 
an ambassador, according to diplo- 
matic usage, can hold a personal au- 
dience with the president for the 
transaction of diplomatic business, 
bill the unusual character of the mes- 
sage which Minister Wu had to con- 
vey warranted the departure from or- 
dinary diplomatic custom. After de- 
livi ring a message from the emperor 
of Chinn, for which the president ex- 
pressed his grateful acknowledgment, 
Minister Wu and the president talked 
for some time about the situation in 
China. 

r > ishington. Oct. 18. — The French 
charge d’affaires, M. Thiebaut. called 
at the state department Wednesday 
and had a conference with Secretary 
Hay. Ii is understood that he pre- 
sented n memorandum proposing that 
the peace negotiations with China be- 
gin immediately, in accordance with 
the favorable action of the powers on 
the recent note of the French govern- 
ment. M. Tiebaut also made known 
the satisfactory character of the an- 
swers received from the several gov- 
ernments. and pointed out the desira- 
bility of having action taken at once 
lo carry out the several points on 
which the powers have been brought 
into agreement. 

H nag- Kong, (let. IS. — Advices from 
Canton say it is reported there that 
Kim Yat Sen, the reformer, captured 
llui ( how last Monday. The Cantonese 
assert lhat, if Hui t’how, which re- 
sisted the insurgents in the Tai Ping 
rebellion, falls thus, the rebels will 
be able to take Canton within a 
week. 

Adm. Ho, with the bulk of his 
forces, left Sam Chun Wednesday 
morning in pursuit of the rebels, 
leaving 230 troops to protect Sam 
Chun aud sending 200 to garrison the 
mandarin station at Xao Tau, on the 
western arm of Deep bay. 

The l nited States gunboat Mari- 
etta from Swatow arrived at Ilong- 
Kong, coaled and proceeded for Can- 
ton. 

Berlin. Get. 18. — M. De Giers and 
tin* Russian legation, according to a 
dispatch from Tien-Tsin to the Kol- 
nische Zeitung, have been ordered to 
return lo Peking within a few days.

The Well-Known Democratic State 
Tnnn Died Suddenly at Kin 
Home in Lexington. Ya.

Lexington, Va., Oet. 18.— Ex-Post- 
master General Wm. L. Wilson died 
suddenly Wednesday morning at 10 
o’clock. 

Hon. William Lyne Wilson was pres- 
ident of the Washington and Lee uni- 
versity, a position to which he bus se- 
lected immediately after his retire- 
ment from the office of postmaster 
general. He was born in Jefferson 
county, Virginia, May, 3. 1843. He 
was educationally thoroughly pre- 
pared, graduating from three col- 
leges. 

He entered the confederate array 
at the outbreak of the civil war. He 
attended the democratic convention in 
Cincinnati in 1880 as a delegate and 
was an elector-at-large on the Han- 
cock ticket the same year. He re- 
signed the presidency of the West 
\ irginia university to accept the dem- 
ocratic nomination for representative 
in the 48th congress. 

ITe served in that and each succes- 
sive congress until the 54th, when he 
was defeated. He was chairman of 
the ways and means committee and 
carried through the house the meas- 
ure repealing the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman law and the tariff bill 
that bore his name. He was president 
of the democratic convention in Chi- 
cago in 1802. He had frequently been 
mentioned as a candidate for the sen- 
ate of the l nited States, and had been 
urged to become a candidate for 
speaker of the house during his mem- 
bership in congress. In 1895 he was 
made postmaster general by President 
Cleveland. 

HON. JOHN SHERMAN. 

Tlic AkciI Statesman In Critically 111 
-—General Itreakdown a ((non- 
tion of a Few DnyN. 

Washington, Oct. 18. — Former Cabi- 
net Officer and Senator John Sher- 
man is dangerously ill at his resi- 
dence on Iv street in this city. The 
attacK has taken the form of a gen- 
eral collapse, in part due to the gen- 
eral debility incident to old age and to 
the effects of the serious illness which 
he suffered while on a trip to the 
West Indies two years ago. He nev- 
er had fully recovered from that ill- 
ness. 

Mrs. Sherman’s death at the old 
homestead at Mansfield, O., where the 
family was staying during the sum- 
mer, also had its effect upon the ven- 
erable statesman who deeply mourned 
her loss. Mr. Sherman returned to 
Washington several weeks ago from 
Mansfield and since then has been liv- 
ing in the family residence here. 

He was then in feeble health but 
was able to take daily tfrives about 
the city. For the past week, how- 
ever. he has been gradually growing 
weaker and Tuesday and Wednesday 
his condition grew worse and rela- 
tives in various parts of the country 
were notified of the change. Some of 
them are expected to come to the 
city. There is said to be no very im- 
mediate danger of death and it is pos- 
sible he may yet rally, if no further 
unfavorable symptoms occur. The 
ex-secretary is in his 78th year and 
has been a hard worker all liis fife. 

MURDER MYSTERY. 

Man’s Hotly. Decapitated and Denud- 
ed of the l.tmba. In n Gnnny 
Sack, Found in a Fond. 

Lynn, Mass., Oct. 18. — That great 
“trunk tragedy,’ as it was known 
throughout all New England back in 
1S72, when the mutilated hotly of Jen- 
nie Clark was found wedged into a 
trunk which had been picked up in the 
Saugus river, was in some respects no 
more mysterious than the murder 
which was revealed Wednesday by the 
finding of a man’s body, decapitated 
and denuded of the lifnbs, in a gunny 
sack, in Glenmere pond. 

The police Wednesday night are in- 
clined to the belief that George E. 
Bailey has been murdered, and have 
taken under arrest John C. Best, 32 
years of age. a farm hand, employed 
on the estate of which the «upj>osed 
victim of the murder was caretaker. 
The police, in searching the Break- 
hart hill farm houses, where the men 
live, found in the iiarn cellar an ax 
which bore blood stains, but it is not 
certain they are of human blood, sim- 
ilar stains on a window sill and on a 
piece of cardboard in a room of the 
house. Bailey disappeared on Octo- 
ber 8. 

Train* Collide. 

Springfield, 111., Oct. 18. — A south- 
bound passenger train on the Chi- 
cago. Peoria &. St. Louis railroad col- 
lided north of Petersburg with a 
freight train, and Thomas Wiley, of 
Peoria, express messenger, was prob- 
ably fatally injured. Capt. W. PI 
Weaver, of Petersburg: Conductor T. 
F. Covington and Postal Clerk Bar- 
ker. both of Peoria, were badly in- 
jured. The engineer and fireman of 
the passenger train saved their lives- 
by jumping. 

Quarantine Raised. 

Topeka, Kan., Oct. 18. — Gov. Stan- 
lev issued a proclamation Wednes- 
dav raising the quarantine which was 
established March 1. 1900, to prohibit 
the shipments of uninspected cattle 
to Kansas from the eastern and mid- 
dle states. 

Sailed for New York. 

Paris, Oct. 18. — Count Cassini, the 
Russian ambassador at Washington, 
and his niece; Mr. and Mrs. Potter 
Palmer, and Miss Fanchon Thohip- 
ion. the opera singer, sailed Wednes* 
dav for New York from Cherbourg. 



Defendant is Still Very 111 and 
Lies Prostrate. 



The Defense Closes Its Case, and It Will 
Soon Be in the Hands cf the Jury — 
Jim Howard Takes the Stand. 



Georgetown, Ky.. Oct. 16. — The 
Youtsey trial was resumed Monday 
although Youtsey was reported in the 
same condition as last week. His 
room door was opened and his bed 
pulled up in plain view and hearing 
of the jury, and while the witnesses 
were being examined Youtsey could 
be heard calling his wife s name in a 
hollow, moaning voice and could be 
seen tossing on his bed. Of course 
the- feature of the day was the testi- 
mony of Arthur Goebel, the brother 
of the murdered man. Be told of go- 
ing to the jail the day Youtsey was 
arrested and that Youtsey confessed 
to giving the cartridges to Jim How- 
ard. but would not tell who fired the 
shot. 

Georgetown, Ky., Oct. 17. — If Hen- . 
ry Youtsey heard r. word uttered in 
his trial Tuesday, he gave not the 
slightest indication of it by any 
movement of the hands, head, eyes 
or lips. So far as any one in the 
courtroom could tell, he never ut- 
tered it word all day. 

He was the unconscious actor in 
another realistic scene Tuesday af- 
ternoon when he was brought into 
the courtroom proper, lying on his 
bed. His eyes and mouth were 
lightly closed and he looked every 
whit a dead man, wlyle Col. Nelson 
in a loml voice asked mm how old he 
was and where lie lived. 

Mrs. Mattie Stamper, sister of 
Wharton Golden, said she heard him 
say he was to get $5,000 for his testi- 
mony, and that he made a confession 
in order to save his neck and Gov. 
Taylor’s. C. O. Reynolds and D. R. 
Walcutt, of Frankfort, swore that 
Culton told them that he had a con- 
tract with the commonwealth to se- 
cure immunity. Porter Thompson, 
sr., and Porter Thompson, jr., said 
they passed through the hall of the 
executive building a few minutes be- 
fore the shooting, but saw no men 
in the hall. John W. Davis, one of 
those indicted with Culton, corrobo- 
rated the Thompsons. 

James Cliipley, of Scott county, 
said Culton told him that Wharton 
Golden had caused all of them to get 
into trouble because Golden wanted 
a part of the $190,000. 

Georgetown, Ky., Oct. 18. — Judge 
Cantrill convened court promptly at 
9 o’clock Wednesday morning. Yout- 
sey ’s condition, despite Tuesday’s ex- 
periences, is better. A consolation of 
physicians was held Wednesday morn- 
ing, after which Dr. Knox said: 

“Youtsey is better this morning. 
He slept well Tuesday night and made 
no demonstration whatever. Stories 
of the prisoner suffering from lock- 
jaw are false, lie too'i nourishment 
Wednesday morning, and his general 
condition is much improved.” 

Georgetown, Ky., Oct. 18. — Youtsey ’s 
condition Wednesday night was much 
worse. He had another paroxysm, 
and is unable to take nourishment ex- 
cept liyperderiuiealiy. 

In the trial Wednesday Prof. J. J. 
Rucker, teacher and civil engineer, of 
Georgetown, testified as to his meas- 
urements from the window of Powers’ 
office to the hackberry tr§e, and said 
if the bullet fell 1 1-16 inches in pass- 
ing through Goebel’s body, estimat- 
ing the distance at one foot, that tho 
bullet must have start e<l from a point 
nine feet above thf* window sill in 
Powers’ office, but that if the shot 
was fired from the second-story win- 
dow, the bullet would have passed 
many feet over Goebel’s head, if it 
had fallen 1 13-16 inches to the foot. 

James Howard testified that he was 
the same Howard who was recently 
tried and convicted for the murder of 
William Goebel; that he never saw 
Youtsey in his life to know him; never 
had any talk at any time with Yout- 
sey, nor did he accompany Youtsey to 
any place or room anywhere at any 
•time; that he was not in Caleb Pow- 
ers’ office on the morning of January 
30, or in any other room in that build- j 
ing on that morning. On cross-exam- 
ination he said he had been convicted 
of murdering George Baker in Clay 
county; bad secured a new trial, and 
went to Frankfort on January 20 to 
secure a pardon irom Taylor: lhat he 
was in the Board of Trade hotel when 
Goebel was shot. 

The defense in the Youtsey trial 
closed its case late Wednesday after- 
noon. and the commonwealth began 
its rebuttal testimony, which will 
likely be concluded Thursday. 

The feature of the day was the tes- 
timony of Col. Nelson, one of Yout- 
sey ’s attorneys, who denied that he 
had told Arthur Goebel and Col. Camp- 
bell that “Youtsey knew enough to 
hang Gov. Taylor.” but admitted that 
he did say his client (^Youtsey) knew 
“something that would be very bene- 
ficial to the commonwealth in its 
prosecution of Taylor.” 

Sir ,*lfred Milner at Pretoria. 

Pretoria, Oct. 17.— Sir Alfred Mil- 
ner. who it is announced will be ap- 
pointed governor of the conquered 
republics, has arrived here. lie was 
met b\ Lord Roberts at the railway 
station and was assigned a house 
nearby as headquarters.
